Ha had 
aald to the Emperor: ‘Tour CbUsoae policy haa 
been eery aucoeaaful, but 1 cannot aea how you 
would be able to keep Kiao>Chou if there waa a 
war against either England or Japan * Thf Eni* 
perof. however, proved, with an abundance'df tie* 
tall, that KlaO'Chou would never be attacked, and 
produced reaaoua from the hlatory of China and 
India since the Flood—all siiparflcially relevant, 
all eaaantlally unimportant and misleading Rath- 
enru went homa wtth hta head'tn a whirl, and 
Kla-Chou went to the enemy m soon as the war 
started. Rathenau once asked a hlgfl official of 
the Imperial Regime ‘How do you manage to 
keep the Xalaar tn such a good temper'' The 
official replied 'His Majesty delights in eapialning 
mechanical contrivances, such aa a clock'^ or a 
eompaat or a barometer I keep a special barom¬ 
eter. and whenever the Emperor cornea I ask him 
to eiplaln how it works, saying that I have for¬ 
gotten when he told me lest time.

Recently, however. French literary circleg have 
been stirred by the revelation of a researcher who 
has discovered that Dumas lifted tho plot-of his 
moat famous stbry from a book published in 1700 
by Cotimir de Bandras This book waa euUUed 
"*rhr Memoirs of D'Artagnan. Capteln-Iileutenant 
of the First company of Royal Muaketeera.** Ac¬ 
cording M R 8 Fendrlck. this old story pic¬ 
tures the grave, clever, awashbuckitug D'Artagnan 
in love and in war. although he la not nearly as 
dashing.-sa. he le in. t he p*g<»* which. Dumas and 
Maquet prepared for the delight of ih^ readers. 
Dumas waa what would' be celled In the news¬ 
paper parlance of to-day a re-wrlte man who 
coulA inject red blood Into the palest set 6 f bsslc

Britain, although the English were more popular 
In Turkey than either the. Germans. French or 
olultoni. Lord .D'Abernon'a informant asserted 
- that Oerroany'e purchase of Turkey's alliance waa 
^OBp of the essential causes of her'^Tlownfall. Tur- 
nMf waa raaUy tha gtava ul Germany.^ It waa, jald- 
.the German, "a great misfortune that the Ooe- 
ben and Breslau got into the Dardanelles. If 
they had happily been stopped. Turkey would not 
have come Into the war The war would then 
7have lasted 8 raw months. Germany would have 
been beaten, but defeat would not have been the 
catastrophe that It la to-day. a catastrophe which 
will take a hundred years to repair " During the 
war Turkey waa a terrible expense to Germany. "A 
large portion of the German gold reserve had been 
poured out In Turkey, a long dally train of food 
bad to be sent to Turkey, and assistance of all 
kinds had to be given them If these refreshers 
Ifati rr'illl'ary w'wic^' mo'tid 

ceased at tbe same moment." 


Lord D'Abernon aaaurea^ua that at the ptysent 
time Germany la very favorably diapoeed to Eng¬ 
land. In early years after the war he waa con- 
a t a n ily addressed by German ei-offk*efs m lot- 
Iowa: " Tbrougbout the war I only fought on the 
fronts against the English . this being honestly 
considered not as a reason for a feeling of boallUiy. 
but as sh exceptionally (K>und fotindatl on for fu¬ 
ture frienaship with alT Engluhmefi'~^rmaa of- 
ficere enjoyed nothing more then meeting ex- 
roem,es against whom they had fought in a given 
battle, and discussing the t^hnlcal aspects of iht' 
contest: this usually meant a review of the many 
mistakes the le(Mteni on both sides committed, and 
a cordial assurance that the bravery end endur¬

More On Vancouver Island Seventy Years Ago—By Robert Connell

I N my dmltory fuhlon I h%v bm browt- 
Uig ftK&ln In tht pnges of Mayiie'i "Four 
Y*ftre In BrltUh Columbia and Vancouver 
leland." from which I extracted aome 
a fortnight ago. . It la full of intareatlng 
informauon about the laland from a first-hand 
obaerver, but with a number of extracts from the 
Journals of others such aa the celebrated Dxiacan 
of MetlMtatla. *’a man of ten thousand’’ aa the 
author calls him with justice. 

On board tbe ’Plumper" and the ’Hecate’’ the 
author explored the coast and waters around the 
shores of Vsneouver Island from Bull Harbor In 
tbe north to Baqulmalt in the south, and up the 
West Coast with Its splendid sounds and chan- 


On the third day the party, reached Lake Hanns 
and there Moffat was told of a tribe of Indians 
Inhabiting., a vUlage on a amall inland lake. ’These 
people were In ^ way connected with the tea 
coast, to which they never went for fishing, 
though occasionally they traveled down to Nootka 
Sound by river to barter with the Indians there. 
Their discovery by the Nlmpklsh Indians was at¬ 
tributed to a mere accident. Sealed in camp one 
day a party of them had noticed a beaver, and 
following It in the expectation of finding a dam 
they had suddenly come upon the lake with the 
village at the opposite end. 'Trading with them 
-Xox sk in s they Ise rnt that they tisd been the 
victims of Invading Indians frdm the eouth. sup¬ 
posedly the Sssnlch, and their numbers had been 
much reduced. Moffat was told that the Nootka 
Indians treated them with superstitious respect 
in tbe belief that they were none other than the 
ghoets of their ancestors who had found an 
abiding pUce by the quiet waters of the Inland 
lake. V- 


INDIAN FOOng 

Mayne's general impressions of the Indian peo¬ 
ple w^re favorable. He tells how on one occasion 
0 on the Mainland he ran short of flour and the five 
Indians who accompanied him refueed to share 
his "damper ’’ "We ban live very well on ber¬ 
ries.’* they sa^. "and you need the flours* He 
saw much of them, both in their*villagea and as 
companions of his Journeys. 'Their foods have 
been ao oftan dealt with that I shall only point 
out some that are new to me or have pecullar- 
Itlee In. their use. The'eea-cucumbers. common 
on our coasu where their brick-red bodies miy 
often be seen by hundreds, are 6\e local repre¬ 
sentatives of the "trepangs" of the Orient and 
South Bees where they have long enjoyed cclehrlty 
as articles of diet and of trade. Mayne says that 
he never saw the Indians dry them, but "had 
constantly seen them boiled and eaten fr^."

He deecrlbes 
a favorite dish at their feasts, compoaed of snow

The walls towards' arhlch the spectator 
now directs his eyes are 700 feet above the level 
on which tlie road runs, and while not abet>lutHy 
perpehdlcular they are sufficiently near to ver* 
ticallty to make chmblng them otherwise than 
by the Indirect course of transverse clefta and 
gullies a very difficult taskv The height of these 
rampart* seemed more imposlrig than usual as Z 
hsw them on Baturdsy, because the saimonberry 
thickets are now hare of leaves and. thinned %y 
the-weight of ttif late snow and thus an unlm* 
peded view of the bsw as It rises from the edge 
of the swsmp is'obtained. 

The road now becomes a trail, a single path 
such as befits the 'tforast primeval," and It fol¬ 
lows closely along the edge of tl»e- valley botumt.

try the southern slope of Mount Braden, for in ^ha 
eevefal visits made to lU top I had never visited 
that s(de. either coming or going. My Impreesion 
was ihat'lt was In op way equal to-thq^ noble 
cast face, but i was by no means sure, fip croee* 
pMt snow-eilcumbcred glade I passed through 
a holloa strewn with clusters of fine shield-fern 
amt so through thickets of sslal to the base of the 
locks. Tfte basaltic beds dip towards the north¬ 
east as almost univcraally throughout the Booke 
Hills, (he superlmpbaed layers forming a very 
characteristic feature of the scenery. At right 
hngles to the dip or along the Hoe of strike there 
are groat cracks which, while often too near the 
vertical for suytblug but climbing more expert 
than mine, affords numbers of easy passages up¬ 
wards where the weathering has left along the 
tops of the beds in many places exposed ledges 
from a few inches tb several feet wide along which 
the rambler may easily and safaly proceed.

A chlB wind blew and the mist covered the 
sky. ao I deeceoded to a lower A'kid more^ft>- 
tected apot. following the baae of one of the cliffs 
bounding the block on which I had stood. Here 
at the foot of a fir I cazne upon the akeleton of 
a deer, so recently slain and devoured that the 
few smews that alone adhered to the leg bones 
were still red. and yet Just long enough ago for 
a thin green coatUqt of algal growth to have 
grown In the damp atmdephere of Winter.'Here, 
too. In a thicket I fouiui a bush of evergreen 
huekleberryr the nearest to Victoria I have ever 
met with It.

At last 1 found a sheltered sunny comer where 
a small bush of marusonlta made au excellent and 
dry foundation for a seat with knapsack and rain¬ 
coat for covering Par down below through the 
Tr^es 1 could see the gleam of snow; and away to 
the south and southwest I had glimpses of the 
eea.
